James G. Butler Refuses 
contribute to the City 
Committe. 


They Threaten to Take His 


Name Off of the 
Ticket. 


A Settlement Arrived at Te-Day—Mr. But- 
ler Is Told That Be Can't Run the Cam- 


paigna—Judge Noonan Talks of the Money 
Raised for Him and How It Was Ex- 
pended—He Is Compelied to Send an En- 
thusiastic Admirer to Jail—Telegrams of 
Congratulation Received—Joseph D. Lu- 
cas May Withdraw From the Democratic 
Ticket—Betting on the Results To-Day— 
Local Political Gessip. : 


LL day to-day the 
members of the 
Executive Com- 
mittee of the Re- 
publican Oentral 
Committee sat in a 
back room at No. 
16 North Fourth 
street in a very 
troubled mood. 
They were waiting 
for returns. In 
room % of the La- 
clede Building Col. 
Jas. G. Butler, the 
Republican nom- 
inee for Mayor, sat 
ina back room in 
consultation with 
his Heutenants. 
Had Col, Butler 
followed his military instincts he would bave 
trained a 12-pounder in that back roon 
at No. 16 and from his fortress in the 
Laclede have blown the Executive Com- 
mittee west and crooked. This morning 
the standard bearer of the Republican party 
was provoked. His usually placid face glowed 
with a rich impartial redness set off by the con- 
trast of his white hair. The relations between 
the nominee and the Executive Committee 
have been strained since yesterday afternoon. 
At no time has the nominee’s opinion of the 
Central Committee been very flattering to the 
members of the directory of the party. They 
refused to hear him on the day when the com- 
mittee met to appoint the judges of 
the primary election and at the convention 
was given good reason to believe that very few 
ofthe committeemen were favorable to his 
candidacy. With the exception of Committee- 
men Wittenberg of the Second Ward and 
Wurzburger of the Ninth, he had had nothing 
te do with the members of that organization 
in the convention. He had good reason to be- 
lieve that he had but few friends on the com- 
mittee and entertaining these unfriendly 
views imagine his surprise on receiving an in- 
vitation from Chairman McFali, Ford Smith, 
I. I. Fonlon, representing Sheriff Pohiman, 
Matt Kohring and Wurzburger to attend a 
meeting of the Executive Committee. Imagine 
his astonishment when the Executive Commit- 
tee requested him to turn over to Treasurer 
Kohring $8,000 as his contribution towards a 
campaign fund of $15,000 to look after the 
workers on election day. 


Col. Butler declined tomake the contribu- 
tion. He said he wouldn’t contribute unless 
he knew how the money was to be disbursed. 

The Executive Committee explained that 
they had represented the Cen Committee 
and that Col. Butler would have to ay his as- 
sessment. The nominee still declined. He 
said he was willing to contribute 3.000, but 
he pro to name the committee to 

e charge of the money. To this 
the committee demurred. They insinuated 
that if - Butler did not pay hig assessment 
the Cen Committee, acting onthe author- 
ity conferred by the convention, would declare 
bis place on the ticket vacant and nominate a 
new candidate for Mayor. The men 
umped at the suggestion. bas by 
ar, the greatest number of friends in the 
Central Committee, and if the nomination was 
left to that body there would be no question 
about the results. Col. Butler was unterri- 
fied. Beyond this point, the testimony of 
witnesses differ as to the occurrences in the 
back room. One story is that Col. Butler said 
he wouldn't pay a d—d cent to the com mittee 
and withdrew. The fact stands that Col. Bug- 
ler didn’t contribute the $3,000 demanded of 
him. He returned to his headquarters 
to consult with his friends, and the Executive 
Committeemen remained to fume at the in- 
t ble candidate.

THE CHARTREUSE LIQUEUSB SECRET. 


An Impenetrable Mystery That Millions 
Canunct Buy. 


From the New York Times. 

For some days past a mild excitement bas 
pervaded Europe. It was caused by a rumor 
—of which no doubt the cable has apprised 
you—that Pope Loo IIII. had determined to 
make the Carthusian monks relinquish the 
monopoly of the liqueur whose process of 


manufacture is a secret with them. The sum 
offered was about $16,000,000, and expressed 
the value that London bankers pi on the 
secret and monopoly that belong to the monks 
of Grenobie. 

A Papal legate visited the far-zamed monas- 
tery—Grand Chartreuse—some days after the 
offer had been rejected, and it was said that 
he carried with him from the Vatican many 
doctrines to show that the monks were vio- 
lating the rules of their order in engaging in 
commercial lines and that they should ac- 
cept the proposition of the London bankers. 
Thie story is officially denied to-day the 
Papal Nuncio, and the monks may contiaue 
their old pursuits without fear of molestation 
and with the consciousness that the French 
Government would never permit their time 
bonored rights to be — 22 

The Carthusian monks have always been 
secure in the protection of the French Gov- 
ernment, no matter 
might have been. 
have been expelled from time to time, but the 
Chartreuse monks have never had occasion to 
fear the wrath of the powers thatbe. They 
annually turn in $250,000 to the French ex- 
chequer, andthe profits of their liqueur are 
distributed in charities in which they could 
use more than they receive. Their secret no 
one has ever been able to reach, although time 
and money have been wasted th the effort.

The nomination of Judge Noonan as

CRUSHED VIOLETS. 

A pathetic incident occurred in St. Louis 
yesterday. Strangely enough it happened 
in the rough, tempestuous element of pol- 
itics ewhere feelings and sensitive 
emotions are least expected to be 
found. But in this case the rough 
awakening to cruel realities of trust- 
ing, child-like faith; the rude shock of 
knowledge that men can deceive and do 
scheme and undermine, that things are 
not what they seem, falling upon lamb- 
like simplicity; the utter vanishing of the 
fond illusions of unsophisticated natures 
makea sad, touching, tear-compelling 
spectacle. 

The incident was furnished by the ap- 
pointment of James O. CHURCHILL to the 
office of Surveyor of Customs for the Port 
of St. Louis. It Was not in the appoint- 
ment itself, nor the man who received it, 
nor the removal of the man who held the 
office, that cause for tears is found. The 


shock of surprise which the appointment 
brought upon the St. Louis big three.

The tariff-fattened cotton- mill owners of 
Fall River refuse to entertain any proposi- 
tion or to make any concession whatever“ 
looking to a settlement of the difficulty with 
their striking operatives. The State Board of 
Arbitration succeeded, after much effort, in 
obtaining from the weavers an agreement to 
return to work upon fair terms, to await and 
abide by the result of friendly negottations. 
But the Manufacturers’ Board refused to 
listen toit. They will accept nothing except 
unconditional surrender to their autocratic 
will, 

The mill operatives of Fall River receive ab- 
solutely less wages for the cloth produced 
than do the spinners and weavers in En- 
gland and they worked wore hours. The coat 
of their rent and other living expenses is con- 
siderably bigher than in England. The stock 
ofthe mills which they operate commands a 
premium of from 20 to 150 percent. It pays 
dividends of from 10 to W ver cent. The milis 
are protected against foreign competition by a 
practically probibitive tariff. They are pro- 
tected against loss on contracts by a special 
“strike clause’’ exempting them from liability 
for delays caused by enforced stoppage of the 
mills. They bave a President and Congress 
back of them for tour years more. No 
wonder they are arrogant. 

But what teachers these Tariff Barons are in 
the campaign of education!

THE SENATE HAS A LIVELY SESSION ON 
HOUSE BILL NO. 5387. 


The Question of No Eeligion in the Public 
Schools—An Amendment to the Measure 
— B. F. Hammett Confirmed as Police 
Commissioser—The Liquor Bill te Come 
Up Te- Merrow—Missouri Legislature.

Jerrerson City, Mo., March %.—An excit- 
ing debate took piace in the Senate this morn- 
ing which took a wide range before it closed. 
It arose over the second reading and reference 
of the subetitute for House bill No. 587, of 
which the enacting clause and first section are 
as follows: An act to reguiate instructions in 


the public schools of this State. 

„Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Missouri as follows: 

„See. 1. No religious creed, confession of 
faith, discipline, or catechism shall be taught 
or instruction given therein in any public 
school in this State, nor shall any 
public funds ever be used or 
appropriated to sustain any school 
controlled by any religious creed, church or 
sectarian denomination whatever, and any 
school board or teacher violating the pro- 
visions of this section shall be gulity of a mis- 
Gemeanor and punishable by a fine not to ex- 
coed $10. . 

Before its reference Senator Ryan offered 
an amendment to strike out the first clause of 
section one of the bill. Senator Major thought 
the amendment hardly broad enough and he 
proposed an amendment striking out all the Dill 
excepting the enacting clause. Senator Mackey 
thought the bill was originated and drawn 
in the Interest of infidelity, that there was no 
necessity for such legisiation, that it sought 
to Grive the Bible from the public schools and 

its next step would be to do away with open- 
ing our legislative bodies with prayer. 

Senator McGinnis was in favor of the Dill. 
It was in the right Girection. He wasa de- 
lever im religion, and the Senators from Char- 
iton and from Howard meant to insinuate that 
he was a scoffer at religious service Decause 


he favored the passage of the bill. 
AB WOULD SAY TO THEM: 

**] was raised by religious parents. I am the 
the husband of «a religious and God-fearing 
wife, if it be necessary to speak of family 
affairs in this Senate I would say that the Holy 
Bible and the altar of prayer have their de- 
votees in my family circle. But, sir, lam 
opposed to ving the lar religious 
views of the teachers or oo! directors being 
taught at the pubiie expense in the public 
schools of this State. It u Violation of the 
constitution and productive of discord with no 
compensating benefits.’ Senator McKillop 
thought it a bili in harmony with the 
constitution, in harmony with our free Amer- 
ican institutions. He was opposed to bar 
ing Mormonism, the Buddhism of China, 
Methodism, Presbyterianism, Catholicism 
or any other isms in the free public 
schools. Similar views were advanced by Sen- 
ators Bery, Shelton and Smith, the latter stat- 
ing that the bill was drawn, as he understood 
it, oy State Superintendent Coleman, and was 
in exact accordance with the spirit of the Con- 
stitution. Senator Sebree favored the bil: 
provided the word rel us was stricken 
out and the word ‘sec an inserted. Sen- 
ator Jonnson of Montgomery favored the bill 
and was — — op to teach-

different Genominations in the public 
schools. Senator Major made one of 
bis usually excitable speeches against 
the measure. He favored teaching 
the divinity of Christ andthe New Testament

A MUCH-NEEDED AMENDMENT. 


The Laws Affecting the Term of Corpora- 
: tions in Michigan. 

Drrnorr, Mica., March 28.—A serious state 
of affairs will exist in Michigan after the elec- 


gion it a proposed constitutional amendment 


does not carry. The constitution of 1850 pro- 
vides that all corporations save railroads and 
canals shail not be created for a longer term 
than thirty years. The Supreme Court has held 
that after thirty years all assets should 
be sold and tbe roceeds divided 
among the stockholders. Therefore, 
a law providing for reorganization for 
another thirty years would unconatitu- 
tional. Underthe present constitution there 
is no direct method for continuing corpora- 


~ tions after the thirty years have expired. This 


result applies to colleges, schools, eee 
churches, Masonic and all secret societies; 
also to insurance companies, as well as mere 
business corporations. It is obvious that 
churches and colleges cannot sell their assets, 
nor can any charitable institution; no one is 
entitled to them. All great business corpora- 
tions would suffer incalculable loss. The 
pro amendment undertakes to cure 
these difficulties by providing that all corpo- 
rations where stock is involved may be re- 
newed by a vote of the stockholders. When 
there is no stock special legislation is 
the remedy. If the amendment does not 


pass, it is impossible to say what will become 


of the church und school organizations, to say 
nothing of the great manufacturing corpora- 
tions. The church people are especially 
anxious for its passage, for their organiza- 
tions are otherwise practically illegal and 
disbanded.

HOW SKATERS CAN PRACTICE THEIR ART 
REGAEDLESS OF TEMPERATURE

Exhibition Given by George Baker 
Proves That Skating Can Be Indulged in 
Irrespective of Weather—On Steelshod 
Feet Under the August San—A Remark- 
able Invention,

LYING over the ice on 
y skates in the latitude 

and longitude of St. 

Louis has been pop- 

ularly eonsidered to 

be a recreation which 
can be indulged in 
only during a few 
weeks in the course 
of the year. Cold 
weather has been 
considered as a nec- 
essary concomitant 
of lee in such shape 
and quantity as to 
admit ot indulgence 
in this partieular 
style of exercise, and 

a moderately large 

body of water bas 

been regarded as 
an indispensable requisite. But both 
these beliefs, although of nearly universal 
acceptance, have been rendered most in- 
accurate by the progress of modern invention. 
Neither cold weather nor a natural sheet of 
water is now a necessity to those who love to 
Ay over the frozen surface of the water on 
shoes of steel, but the skater can practice his 
art under the blaze of the August sun as well 
as beneath the December skigg, and ina tank 
but three inches deep as welas on the sur- 
face of the broadest and deepest lake. 

A CANADIAN SKATER. 

Strange as these statethents may seem, all 
who witnessed the exhibition of Mr. George 
Baker, which was given this morning, and 
repeated this afternoon, were convinced of 
its truth. Mr. Bakerisa Canadian by birth, 
and like nearly all denizens of that province 
was from his early youth an ardent devotee 


of the rink and frozen river. He soon de- 
‘veloped a skill rare even in that land of 
skaters, and his fame soon spread throughout 
the entire Dominion. Champion after cham- 
ey tell before bis prowess, and before he 

ad reached the years of manhood his breast 
was decorated with great number of medais 
won in amateur contests. He then entere 
the professional arena, where his success was 
equally great, and both in fancy and long- 
distance skating he compelied some of the 
most famous champions of the St. Lawrence to 
lower their colors. Leaving the land of his 
birth he made several tours of the United 
States, giving exhibitions atallof the prin- 
cipal cities and receiving everywhere the en- 
thusiastic plaudits of thes tators. Hereto- 
fore his activities in the live which he bad 
chosen have been confined to the winter 
months and duringthe spring, summer and 
fali he has been obliged, much to his regret, 
to turn his attention im other direc- 
tions. During the past two 
he has been a » resident ol 
Louis, having deen engaged 
railroading during the warm season, first 
with the Iron Mountain and afterwards with 
the Narrow Gauge, being at present in the em- 
ploy of the latter company. He has, how- 
ever, decided to give up his present position 
and devote his entire attention to skating ex- 
hibitions, regardless of the weather. 

HOW ICE I8 MADE. 

The preparations necessary for the success- 
ful prosecution of this design are simple 
enough. All that is réquired is a wooden 
tank, such as any carpenter can make, of any 
size that m be desired; water 
enough to fill it, a few score feet of 
iron piping, anda machine for making ice by 
the ammonia process. With these impedi- 
menta and a pair of skates Mr.Baker proposes 
to travelover the entire country, giving ex- 
hibitions of his skill in cities where a skate 
‘has never been seen,and at times when the 
thermometer is high in the nineties. 

His first trialwas made to-day in the pres- 
ence of a representative of the PosT-DISPATCH. 
The scene of the exhibition was a large room 
in which a fire was burning and the 
tnermometer hanging on the wall regis- 
tered 70 degs. In the center of the 
room was a wooden trough ten feet long, six 
feet wide and about three inches deep. Aion 
the bottom of this trough ran a network o 
iron piping, one end of which was connected 
with a large cylinder containing ammonia. A 
couple of attendants were in waiting as Mr. 
Baker entered the room, and by his direction 
astream of water was thrown into the tank 
which was filled nearly to the orim. Mr. 
Baker had, in the meantime, removed his 
heavy clothing and appes in a ciose- 
fitting jacket, knickerbockers, and 
a pair of laced reaching above 
the ankles. At a 8 from him 
a faucet was turned and the ammonia con- 
tainedin the cylinder was allowed to run 
slowly into the pipes. The effect was magical. 
The liquid, which had been kept under high 

ressure, evaporated instantly as soon as re- 
eased and abstracted the heat from the water 
surrounding the pipes. Within thirty seo- 
onds it was transformed intoa solid mass of 
ice a8 smooth as glass. A more perfect sur- 
face could not have been desired.

was lost. On coming to rest Mr. Baker said 
that he had whirled completely round more 
than thirty times. 

The next feat was the cutting of a figures 
on the ice. This was accomplished with per- 
fect ease and absolute accuracy, the figure 
appearing as if drawn by a mathematical in- 

rument. Another was then cut at _— 
angles to, and intersecting the first, after 
which afew scrolls and curves were laid out 
upon the smooth surface. 

SMOOTHING THE SURFACE. 

By this time the lee had become somewhat 
roughened by the edges of the skates, and Mr. 
Baker stepped to the floor and directed one of 
the attendants to throw a bucket of water 
over the tank. This was done with a péculiar 
twirl of the wrist which sent the water ina 
thin sheet over every portion of the lee. The 
ammonia immediately took effect, a light va- 

r instantly arose m the water, and in 
ust seven seconds it was transformed into 
a solid sheet of ice, smooth as glass. Again 
the performer stepped on, and carved a num- 
ber of fancy figures with his skateshod feet, 
the ve - pointed star and the Templars’ cross 
being particularly well done. After skating 
for upwards of an hour, he took his departure, 
— his entire satisfaction with the re- 
sult of his experiment. In his exhibitions Mr. 
Baker will use a trough 80 by 80 feet, and will 
be able to perform much more complicated 
evolutions than were ibie in so confined a 
space as that in which to-day’s experimental 
exhibition was given.

SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 


A CHANCE FOR A DIPLOMATIST TO ADVANCE 
AMERICAN INTERESTS. 


Exports to Chiliand Peru Largely Increas- 
ing—Hostility Felt by the Inhabitants of 
Both Countries Towards Americans—Its 
Cause and How It Can Be Stopped. 


HE appointment of 
Ministers to Chili snd 
Peru,“ said Rudolph 
Kohn ot Santa Fe, 
who is at the Lac- 
lede, ‘‘one of which 
has already been 
made, is a much 
more important mat- 
ter at the present 
time than it ever was 
before. In former 
days the volume of 
American trade go- 
ing to those coun- 
tries was inconsid- 
erable and the feel- 


ing in regard to Americans was very favor- 
able. I myself was for several years a 
resident ot Valpiraiso and often 
visited Lima and found everywhere 
a disposition to treat us as fairly as the natives 
ot any other country. We did a little business 
in certain lines of cotton goods and boots and 
shoes, but the trade of both Germany and En- 
gland far exceeded ours. Some eighteen 
months ago I returned to South America to 
close up some business affairs and discovered 
that during my five years’ absence the feeling 
both in Chiliand Peru had changed immense- 
ly as regards the United States. 
INCREASED VOLUME OF TRADE. 
„Our trade has increased wonderful- 
ly, being four or fiVe times as 
great as it was, the completion of 
the Mexican Central, the increase 
in the number of transcontinental lines, and 
the growth of San Diego asaseaport having 
brought us into much closer connection with 
the western coast of South America. The 
spread of the population of Chili into the 
high mountain regions has caused a great de- 
mand for American canned meat and vegeta- 
bies to spring up. California sends a great 
quantity of wine, in fact the pees foreign 
market for this is found in Chili, and Ameri- 
years ago could 
found is now for 
sale over country. The 
talk about building the transisthmian 
canal has ＋ ae our business along wonder- 
fully, while the new railroads are nearly uni- 
versally planned and constructed by Amert- 
can engineers and largely owned by Ameri- 
can capitalists.
